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‘A time to remember’ 


Ceremony marks anniversary 
of Sept. 11 attacks

t was a brisk but sunny day 11 

years ago this week when ter- 
rorists attacked the nation on Sept. 
11, 2001, and local officials hope 
those in attendance at a ceremony 
Tuesday at Agawam Fire Head- 
quarters will remember to reflect 
on that day not only today, but for 
years to come. 

Roughly 30 residents and town 
officials — plus more than a dozen 
Agawam Fire Department person- 
nel — were present at the ceremony 
on Sept. 11 in front of fire head- 
quarters where a memorial to the 
victims of Sept. 11 now stands. 

The memorial was dedicated on 
Sept. 11, 2002; built to honor and 
remember all of the victims, their 
families and the police, fire and 
EMS personnel who were affected 
that day. The 12-inch x 12-inch x 
76 -inch dimensions make it a per- 
fect scale replica of the two build- 


briefly at the ceremony Tuesday 
— and was funded by Berkshire 
Power, Six Flags New Engand, 
John’s Trucking Company, Santo 
De Spirt Marble and Granite, 
Baystate Gas and Woronoco Sav- 
ings Bank. 

Fire Chief Alan Sirois acted as 
the master of ceremony for the 
solemn day of remembrance. 

“Sept. 11 is a day that every 
American should remember and 
recognize for eternity,” said Sirois. 
“Tt was a day when the lives of ev- 
ery person in this country changed 
forever. A day when the enemies 
of freedom struck a cowardly but 
decisive blow.” 

According to Sirois, most peo- 
ple, when asked, can tell exactly 
where they were and what they 
were doing that moment 11 years 
ago. 

“Some of my most junior fire- 
fighters may have been in junior 
high or even grade school when 
19 evil men murdered almost 
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ings that comprised the World 
Trade Center. It was planned and 
designed by Agawam City Coun- 
cilor George Bitzas — who spoke 


3,000 men, women and children,” 
Sirois said. “They likely did not 
fully understand that our country

hroughout his yearlong deployment to 

Afghanistan, 1Lt. Ryan P. McLane of 
Agawam kept in touch with his girlfriend, 
Taylor Lincoln, whenever he could, keeping 
himself in shape by training with her for a 
marathon. A few months after his return in 
April, McLane proposed to Lincoln under 
the Fourth of July fireworks on the beach in 
Hyannis. Now, the couple is hoping to marry 
in November — thanks to a competition host- 
ed by FOX25 news out of Boston. 

McLane and Lincoln are one of three fi- 
nalists for “A Wedding to Remember,” in 
which the Westin Copley Place in Boston 
has teamed up with FOX25 to give one 
member of the United States Armed Forces 
an all-expense paid wedding to take place on 
Veterans Day — Nov. 11 — in Boston.

The couple met in 2009 at UMass Am- 
herst where they were both attending col- 
lege; she worked in the university registrar’s 
office down the hall from where he worked 
for the dean of students.

Residents rid homes of hazardous items

E before David O’Neill had com- 
pletely stopped his truck on the plastic 
sheeting, a squad of men and women in 
white protective suits swooped around the 
truck. They pulled items out of the back and 
quickly whisked them away. Within minutes 
he was on his way — with his home and the 
environment a little safer. 

O’ Neill was among nearly 150 Agawam 
residents who did some early fall cleaning 
so they could safely dispose of household 
hazards — some which had been in their 
homes for decades — during an annual col- 
lection by the Department of Public Works. 

“This event was awesome,” said O’ Neill, 
who participated this year for the first time. 
“I don’t know how else I would’ve gotten 
rid of the oil paints, insecticides, and fluo- 
rescent light bulbs I had accumulated during 
the past 20 years.” 

Residents filled up their cars and trucks 
on Sept. 8 and headed to the DPW annex on 
Suffield Street. There was a steady stream 
of vehicles from 9 a.m. to noon, but even 
though vehicles were lined up to get to the 
drop off area — where crews waited to re- 
trieve the hazardous material — the wait 
was only several minutes. 


Protecting homeowners and

While there was no charge to drop off 
items, residents were required to register 
for an appointment time. Tracy DeMaio, 
the DPW’s environmental project coordina- 
tor who oversees the household hazardous 
waste collection, said scheduling appoint-

Unlike regular trash generated by hom- 
eowners, household hazardous waste — or 
simply, HHW — must be processed and 
disposed of differently because it is just that, 
hazardous. HHW are products used in and 
around the house that aren’t used for any in- 
dustrial purpose. Examples of HHW include

Council to discuss no parking 


on Moore Street 

Residents of Moore Street were invited to attend a 
Community Relations Committee meeting Wednes- 
day, Sept. 12, to discuss a proposed resolution for 
“no parking” signs along Moore Street in Agawam. 

The resolution, sponsored by Councilor Robert 
Rossi, asks the city council to prohibit parking along 
sections of Moore Street in order to “ensure the safe 
ingress and egress of vehicular traffic” and improve 
the flow of traffic, both vehicular and pedestrian. 

The city council is expected to discuss the resolu- 
tion at its next meeting Monday, Sept. 17. 


FD looks for grant acceptance 

Also at its Sept. 17 meeting, the council will dis- 
cuss a resolution to accept a $5,000 grant from the 
state Department of Conservation and Recreation 
(DCR) for the Agawam Fire Department, who will 
use the funds to replace and purchase equipment to 
be utilized for wildland firefighting. 

According to the application for the “Wildland 
Fire All Risk/All Hazard — Tornado Recovery Fire 
Assistance Grant,” the presence of Robinson State 
Park within the Agawam Fire Department’s service 
area “presents a unique wild fire hazard.” In addi- 
tion, the June 2011 tornado directly impacted the 
area, increasing hazards posed by hanging/damaged 
trees and limbs. 

“The governor’s office allots a certain amount of 
money to specifically identified communities — in 
this case, only communities directly affected by the 
tornado,” Sirois said. The funds are to help mitigate 
potential wildfires that could be on the increase as a 
result of damage from the tornado. 

Sirois applied for — and received — the grant in 
the amount of $5,000 from the DCR to purchase up- 
dated wildland firefighting equipment for use on the 
department’s brush truck.

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Low voter turnout 


recorded at primary

The polls in Agawam closed last week with a low turnout 
for the state primary election, prompting one city councilor 
to lament voter apathy on her Facebook page. 

“[Only] 2,709 total votes today,’ Councilor Cecilia P. Ca- 
labrese wrote, citing the 12.9 percent of the town’s 20,962 
voters who cast ballots Thursday, Sept. 6. She added, “That 
is about a 10 percent voter turnout - or as I look at it: 90 
percent voter apathy.” 

Assistant Town Clerk Margaret McCarthy called the fig- 
ure “unfortunate,” but admitted that while Town Clerk Rich- 
ard Theroux never made an actual prediction, “he did expect 
a fairly low turnout. 

“People tend not to take the primaries as seriously, al- 
though they are important,’ McCarthy said. “We’d like to 
see more, obviously.” 

On the Democratic side, Elizabeth A. Warren ran unop- 
posed for the U.S. Senator seat, garnering 2,484 votes. 

In the Ist Congressional District, Richard E. Neal beat 
out his opponents, Andrea F. Nuciforo Jr. and Bill Shein. 
Neal received 1,465 votes while Nuciforo took 473 votes to 
Shein’s 68. 

In the race for Governor’s Council — District 8, Michael J. 
Albano took 860 votes, while 231 voted for Gerry Roy and 
779 picked Kevin J. Sullivan. 

Also on the Democratic ticket, a total of 1,419 voters chose 
Samuel Salvatore DiSanti, Jr. for state representative; Laura 
Gentile beat out her opponents for Hampden County Clerk 
of Courts with a total of 789 votes. Her challengers, Thomas 
Ashe, John P. DaCruz and Linda A. Stec DiSanti received 
598 votes, 165 votes and 445 votes, respectively. 

On the GOP tickets, 629 voters chose Scott. P. Brown for 
U.S. Senator. For Governor’s Council — District 8, Michael 
F. Case lost to Michael Franco, 214 votes to 315 votes. 

With no opposition for state senator Michael R. Knapik 
took 518 votes, while an unopposed Nicholas A. Boldyga 
took state representative with 561 votes. 

No Green Rainbow party candidates were listed on the 
ballot. 

Following the election, Calabrese expressed disappoint- 
ment over the low voter turnout, citing the importance of 
several of the positions on the ballot.

“For example, the clerk of courts? That's a really vital po- 
sition,’ she said. “The fact that 90 percent of the electorate 
didn’t find that race important enough to come out and vote 
for, I thought that was a sad commentary.” 

Calabrese spent the day trying to spur voters into action, 
although the town of Agawam mirrored the statewide trend 
with few people turning out to the polls. 

“Were a community of about 30,000 people total. Do the 
math: 2,700 voters out of of 30,000 people?” 

Part of the problem, though, is that the candidates failed 
to do their part to educate voters about the importance of the 
roles they’re looking to fill, she said. She cited the Gover- 
nor’s Council specifically, stating, “The candidates for that 
position really dropped the ball on having the opportunity 
to educate the voters. It’s hard for me to fault them for not 
understanding what Governor’s Council is and why it’s an 
important position.” 

That said, Calabrese said she hopes voters will become 
educated about the positions — not just for the presidential 
race but the local races as well — on the ballot come Nov. 6. 

“We’re electing or re-electing a president or senator,’ she 
said. “These are some really important races.” 


Park receives new 
designation 


AGAWAM — Robinson State Park has been designated a 
parkland by the Department of Conservation and Recreation 
(DCR) as a result of the year-long Forest Futures Visioning 
process. About 75,000 acres of DCR properties received the 
parkland designation. 

According to the Friends of Robinson State Park, com- 
mercial timber extraction will be prohibited in the parklands, 
however, trees and vegetation may be cut/removed with the 
goal of user safety and enhancement of recreation in mind. 

In addition, as part of the DCR’s reorganization and uni- 
fication of management, Robinson State Park is now within 
the Western Region. 

Following the reorganization, Joe Sarkis is still park su- 
pervisor. Domenick Sacco is acting district manager and 
Bob Mellace is the regional director from the Connecticut 
River Valley and points west.

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We are the connected generation. Everyone 
everywhere is trying to connect with others. 
It is estimated that 700 billion minutes are 
spent on Facebook each month. That is a 
lot of connecting. With so 
much energy and time be- 
ing spent connecting, you 
would think people would 
be very connected. Yet, re- 
searchers tell us that 25 per- 
cent of Americans feel they 
have no one to confide in; 
a number that had tripled 
since 1985. With all this 
connecting how is it that we 
are feeling more alone? 

One researcher tells us 
that “technologies provide 
the illusion of companion- 
ship without the demands 
of relationship.” It’s true; 
we believe we are connect- 
ed because we can contact 
people at any moment. The 
problem is that our connec- 
tions are shallow and su- 
perficial. While we crave 
to be known and to know 
others we shy away from 
doing this because we are 
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afraid of the consequences of deep connec- 
tion. If you connect deeply you run the risk 
of also getting hurt deeply. It also takes great 
effort, energy and time to connect deeply. So 
in our fast-paced have-it-now 
society we choose to connect 
quickly and superficially. The 
result is a feeling of loneli- 
ness that translates into de- 
pression. 

We weren’t meant to be 
alone. God declared this in 
Genesis chapter 2 just after 
He placed Adam in para- 
dise. Even paradise isn’t all 
it is supposed to be without 
someone to connect to. Hu- 
mans have been designed to 
connect. John Cacioppo, a 
researcher on loneliness said 
that, “Social isolation can be 
as harmful to your health as 
smoking or a sedentary style 
of life. The attempt to func- 
tion in denial of our need for 
others violates our design 
specifications.” We need oth- 
ers in our lives for our happi- 
ness and health. And we need 
them in a deeper form than 


we are currently getting them. We need face- 
to-face interaction; skin on skin. 

Because of our need for this kind of interac- 
tion that comes from how we were designed 
we often try to replace true deep connection 
with something superficial. This gives rise 
to the growing number of people who treat 
physical intimacy as something casual. As a 
society we are trading what we need, deep 
caring connections, for a fleeting feeling of 
being connected when we share physical in- 
timacy. God had a different plan for Adam 
when Adam was declared alone. God said 
trust in me. 

From the beginning of time, God has called 
us to trust our lives to Him. From the begin- 
ning of time we have shied away from that 
trust. The result has been hurt piled on top of 
hurt and mistake after mistake. Our society 
is hurting because we aren’t connecting and 
we aren’t connecting because we aren’t trust- 
ing in God. When we surrender our way to 
God’s He often gives us what we are long- 
ing for and sometimes even more than what 
we had hoped we could have. If you would 
like to connect I encourage you to seek out a 
local church. Most churches design ways to 
allow people to connect because they know 
that humans aren’t meant to go through life 
on their own.

After the war he re- 
turned to Agawam and married a Springfield 
girl he met at the Riverside Roller Rink. He 
and his wife Barbara had three children 
which they raised in Southwick. Now there 
are seven grandchildren. 

Dick Davenport ‘55 moved to Agawam 
when he was in second grade. At AHS he 
was in Model Congress, AVA, the Ski Club 
and on the Student Council his senior year. 
The ‘55 Sachem said Dick “likes to work 
around boats.’ He says he has had a boat 
for over 50 years. Dick married Muriel 
Fleming ‘56 and they have two children and 
now have three grandchildren. In the ‘60s 
they lived on South Street but in 1968 they 
moved south to Connecticut for a position in 
another branch of Northeast Utilities, Dick’s 
lifetime employer. The day before I spoke to 
Dick, he and Muriel had been in Agawam 
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visiting Muriel’s sister Maureen Lyne. 

On Sept. 4, I called John Davenport of 
Belleview, Fla. We hadn’t seen each other 
since high school so we had a few things to 
talk about, including our Boy Scout days 
in Troop 89, Calla Shasta, and John’s 36 
years working as a law enforcement audi- 
tor for Smith & Wesson. He lived in Enfield 
all those years and his daughter is still there 
with John’s two grandchildren. John will 
talk to me again after I mail him the Troop 
89 picture from the ‘50s. 

Around 2007, David Davenport wrote 
some great stories for a local paper. He 
wrote about growing up in Springfield and 
Calla Shasta, about his mom who was a 
speech teacher here for 25 years, about Ed- 
die Squazza, the theaters in Springfield and 
how WWII changed the lives of his family. 
We lost David this year at the age of 79, but 
his stories may soon be available at our li- 
brary. If you like Agawam history or just to 
read about the ‘40s and ‘50s, do yourself a 
favor and make a visit. 

A drive down the long winding driveway 
at Calla Shasta this past week seemed like a 
trip back in time. I almost expected a Dav- 
enport boy to come out to greet me.

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Ceremony marks 9/11 anniversary

was affected until they grew a little older.” 

However, every firefighter knows — regard- 
less of their age — that 343 firefighters died 
Sept. 11, and they will pass on to their chil- 
dren the stories of the brave men and women 
who charged forward to save the lives of so 
many before the towers fell. 

“The memories of those lost — civilian and 
firefighter alike — are burnt into our minds,” 
he said. “It is our duty as Americans to re- 
member 9/11 and honor those who fell. It 
is our duty to pass on to our children and 
grandchildren their heroic stories. It 1s our 
duty to remain vigilant; for the enemies of 
freedom never rest. It is our duty to remem- 
ber this day, no matter how painful it may be, 
so that no future generation need endure the 
suffering that this country endured 11 years 
ago.” 

Rev. Earl E. Eisenbach of Agawam Con- 
gregational Church, asked attendees to pause 
for a moment of reflection. 

“What is sad about this day is not just the 
fact that 3,000 men and women were mur- 
dered, but that those who did it believed they 
were acting in the interest of their god,” he 
said, though he added, “The hate and vio- 
lence that was set upon us that day has not 
turned us to hate.” 

Instead, out of the ashes of 9/11, “real 
peace is sprouting,’ as Americans “used 
this darkness to become people of character, 
faith and hope. 

“There is reason to believe we can face 
this world,’ Eisenbach said. “Good is tri- 
umphing over evil.” 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen compared the 
weather Tuesday to that of Sept. 11, 2001. 

“It's a beautiful, clear, crisp day just as it 
was 11 years ago,” Cohen said. 

He called the events of 9/11 an “atrocity” 
and said, “We as a community, state and na- 
tion must remember to celebrate every year 
so as not to forget this terrible act.” 

He urged people to commit to a kind word 
or action; to do something that will spread 
kindness as happened in the wake of the 
Sept. 11 tragedy. 

State Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, R-South- 
wick, said he’ll never forget watching the 
second plane hit the World Trade Center that 
morning, and how today, 11 years later, there 
is a portion of the American population — his 
10 month old son included — who will not 
have that recollection or understand what it 
was like that day. 

“It’s very important that we take a minute 
every day to remember that and pass it on,” 
he said. 

Similarly, state Sen. Michael Knapik, R- 
Westfield, said that while our nation lost a 
bit of innocence that day, people “never lost 
what it means to be American.” 

As a tribute to fallen comrades, Agawam 
Fire Department conducted a ceremonial 
ringing of the fire bell, called “Striking the 
Four Fives.” The four sets of five rings hon- 
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Agawam City Councilor George 
Bitzas - who designed the 9/11 me- 
morial at Agawam Fire Headquar- 
ters - addresses the crowd. 


ored the nearly 3,000 lives lost — including 
343 firefighters — in the 9/11 attacks. 

“The fire service is rich with ceremony, 
custom, and tradition. Our custom of ren- 
dering final honors has its origins in the fire 
department of the city of New York, where 
many years ago, long before the advent of 
radios and telephones, fire alarms and daily 
announcements were dispatched from cen- 
tral headquarters to outlying firehouses by 
a system of bell commands and telegraph,” 
said Sirois. 

Each different type of alarm or announce- 
ment would have its own number and series 
of bell strikes, he said. When a firefighter 
died in the line of duty or when some impor- 
tant official died, headquarters would trans- 
mit five bell strikes, repeated in four series, 
with a slight pause between each, followed 
by the announcement. 

Firefighter Raymond Pond — who retired 
from the department in July after more than 
40 years of fire service in Agawam — struck 
the bell to honor those who fell Sept. 11.

The rest, as they say, is history. 

Following his graduation from UMass Am- 
herst, McLane, now 25, was unsure about his 
deployment status for the military and opted 
to prepare for law school, but his plans were 
interrupted when, in March 2011, he was de- 
ployed to Kabul, Afghanistan.

“I spent my entire deployment paying 
off student loans and took home nothing,” 
said McLane, who now works full-time as a 
law clerk for his mother, Attorney Abbe W. 
McLane, who practices in Feeding Hills. 

“We are now still over $100,000 in student 
debt, as well as having to finance the wed- 
ding,’ McLane said. Coupled with lingering

McLane upon his return from Af- 
ghanistan in April.

furniture polish, driveway sealer, weed kill- 
ers, pool chemicals, oil-based paint, and 
stain/varnishes. 

These items must be processed separately 
— and discarded properly — because they 
can be harmful to humans and animals, the 
environment, and to the people handing 
them. 

To help prevent this from occurring, the 
town’s health department started annual 
HHW collections in the high school parking 
lot in 1997. The responsibility for the HHW 
collection later shifted to the DPW, which re- 
located the collection area to the DPW annex 
in 2007 to improve traffic flow and control. 

Clean Harbors Environmental Services, 
Inc. of Bristol, Conn, has managed all Aga- 
wam HHW collections. It separates, treats, 
and safely disposes of the collected hazard- 
ous waste. During the past three collections, 
Clean Harbors has removed a total of 17.5 
tons of waste that residents dropped off. 

Tim Olson, technical service general 
manager for Clean Harbors, said one of the 
biggest changes during the past 15 years is 
that there is now more emphasis on utiliz- 
ing recycling technologies than in the past. 
“Especially concerning E-waste, paints and 
batteries,” he said. 

Allied Waste/Republic Services of Chi- 
copee, the company the town uses to do the 
weekly residential curbside trash pick-up 
service, was also involved in the HHW col- 
lection. It provided disposal services at no 
charge to the town. 

DeMaio said the town currently budgets 
$12,000 for HHW Day and does not receive 
any subsidies from the state or federal gov- 
ernment. She added that since Clean Har- 
bors is on the state contractors list, it’s not 
necessary for the town to bid out the HHW 
collection each year. 

DeMaio said the HHW collection is a 
popular program that she expects to remain 
budgeted in coming years. “But I can’t 
schedule the date until I know the budget has 
been approved. I always try to schedule it in 
September or October, either before or after 
the Big E. This gives people time during the 
summer to do some cleaning.” 

Responsible and safe waste choices 

DeMaio said more than 2,000 residents 
have participated in the drop off during the 
last 10 years. During the past five years the 
HHW event has averaged 185 homeowners 
— adecline from the previous five-year aver- 
age of 250 residents per year. 

She attributes the decline to the fact that 
the event has been consistently offered for 
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Tracy DeMaio, Agawam DPW's sol- 
id waste and storm water coordi- 
nator, works the check-in area for 
the annual household hazardous 
waste collection event.

15 years and that homeowners have become 
more educated in their disposal options. “I 
also find that homeowners are making more 
responsible choices in how to dispose of 
their waste,” she added. 

Regardless of how many residents partici- 
pate or how many items they bring, DeMaio 
is just happy the town can provide residents 
with a safe way to discard household items 
such as solvents, pesticides, caustic cleaners, 
oil-based paints and other hazardous waste 
that are flammable, reactive, corrosive, or 
toxic. 

DeMaio said the HHW collection is bene- 
ficial to the town because it keeps hazardous 
materials out of the waste stream as well as 
reducing illegal dumping that could poten- 
tially pollute local waterways. For residents, 
it provides a “proper outlet” to dispose of the 
waste, keeps chemicals out of their home, 
and reduces any unfortunate accidents or 
risks to homeowners. 

“We don’t want residents dumping this 
hazardous waste down their drains, into 
storm drains or streams, or burying it in the 
ground. It’s also shouldn’t be put into the 
weekly trash collection,” she added. 

DeMaio said items thrown in the trash 
by one resident could come in contact with 
something else thrown out by another resi- 
dent once it’s in the back of the waste collec- 
tion truck. “If there’s a chemical reaction be- 
tween the two, it could cause a serious fire.” 

And, to make sure there were no threats 
of potentially dangerous chemical reactions 
lurking in backseats or cargo areas, a chem- 
ist with Clean Harbors inspected all items 
before residents could pull up to the drop-off 
area. “This is for the safety of residents as 
well as for us,” said DeMaio. 

“We also don’t allow residents to get out 
of their vehicles at the drop off location,” 
she added. “Once the materials are removed 
from the vehicles, employees from Clean 
Harbors handle all the waste, eliminating 
any accidents that could occur if the wrong 
chemicals were to combine.” 

DeMaio said there have never been any 
spills, accidents or injuries during the col- 
lection events. “Clean Harbors runs a very 
smooth and safe operation for the town and 
its residents.”

AGAWAM — For many residents, 
the annual household hazardous waste 
(HHW) collection helps reduce the 
amount of leftover products in their 
homes. 

“This is the best way to get rid of this 
stuff,’ said Lucille Feldstad as she waited 
in line with her daughter. “The people 
collecting it know what to do with it.” 

Feldstad, who has been coming ev- 
ery year for the past six years, said she 
doesn’t want anything unsafe around her 
house that could hurt her grandkids. “I’m 
trying to get rid of anything I’m not us- 
ing and being very careful about what I 
buy now.” 

In fact, the U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency (EPA) recommends that 
homeowners reduce purchasing products 
that contain hazardous ingredients. The 
EPA said using alternative methods or 
products — without hazardous ingredients 
— for some common household needs can 
reduce the amount of HHW generated by 
homeowners. 


A million tons annually 

The EPA estimates that Americans 
generate 1.6 million tons of HHW per 
year, with the average home accumulat- 
ing as much as 100 pounds of HHW in 
basements, garages, under the sink and in 
storage closets. 

James and Jean Mullen have lived in 
Agawam for 34 years, but this was the 
first time they participated in the annual 
HHW collection. “We brought oil and 
spray paints, insecticides, old varnish, 
medicine — pretty much anything we 
could find,” said Jean Mullen. 

‘“We?ve had this stuff since who knows 
when,” added James Mullen. 

Many of the items the Mullens discard- 
ed are considered HHW because they 
contain volatile chemicals that are:

e Ignitable - capable of burning or caus- 
ing a fire (e.g. flammable or combustible 
products) 

e Corrosive - capable of eating away 
materials and destroying living tissue 
when contact occurs (e.g. acids and alka- 
line bases) 

e Explosive and/or Reactive - capable 
of causing an explosion or releasing dan- 
gerous or poisonous fumes when exposed 
to air, water or other chemicals 

e Toxic - poisonous, either immediate- 
ly or over a long period of exposure time 
(e.g. pesticides, herbicides, mercury) 

According to the EPA, reducing and 
recycling HHW conserves resources and 
energy that would be used to produce 
more products. The reuse of hazardous 
household products is also beneficial 
because it can save money and reduce 
the need for generating hazardous sub- 
stances. 

Mark and Paula Sullivan cleaned out 
their garage and then hauled the hazard- 
ous waste to the DPW annex in their SUV. 
“This is a great thing the town is doing,’ 
said Paula Sullivan.

MONSON - The members of the Massa- 
chusetts Interscholastic Athletic Association 
(MIAA) Basketball Committee worked very 
hard during the past year to create a new 
alignment for the postseason tournament. 

The new plan was made public a couple 
of weeks ago and is scheduled to take effect 
next year. 

Monson High School is the basketball 
chair school for District F. Two members of 
the basketball committee are Monson Ath- 
letics Director Sarah Shaw and Principal Dr. 
Andrew Linkenhoker. 

“Tm very excited that the new tournament 
proposal is officially moving forward,” said 
Linkenhoker. “A lot of hard work was done 
on this plan by the basketball committee and 
the tournament directors.” 

The basketball committee added a fourth 
division in Central and Western Mass. just 
like there currently is in Eastern Mass. Sev- 
eral high schools in Eastern and Central 
Mass will also be switching Districts under 
the new plan. No Western Mass. high school 
will be moving to Central Mass. 

“Everything is being shifted from east to 
west, but the state will still be split up into 
four Districts,’ Linkenhoker said. “We need 
to have enough schools in each District to 
hold a postseason tournament. Most of the 
appeals that we'll be hearing at our October 
meeting will be from those high schools that 
don’t want to change Districts.” 

One of the goals for every high school 
basketball team in Western Mass. is to win

a Western Mass. title. Linkenhoker believes 
that goal should be to compete for a state 
title. 

“We're always focused on the Western 
Mass. tournament, but in reality it’s a state 
basketball tournament,” Linkenhoker added. 
*Tt’s sort of like the NCAA Basketball Tour- 
nament in March. If a team is placed in the 
Western Regional, their goal isn’t to win a 
Regional Championship, it’s to win a Na- 
tional Championship.” 

A school that changes Districts for the 
postseason tournament will still be a mem- 
ber of their current league during the regular 
season. 

Four of the Central Mass. high schools 
that will be competing in the Western Mass. 
tournament starting in 2013 are North Brook- 
field, Quabbin, Quaboag, and Tantasqua.

The Tantasqua boys and girls basketball 
teams are currently Division 1 teams, but 
they’ Il be moving down to Division 2 under 
the new plan. The Quabbin girls basketball 
team will also be switching from Division 1 
to Division 2, while the Panthers boys bas- 
ketball team will be staying in Division 2. 
Quaboag will also be remaining in Division 
3, while North Brookfield is moving down 
to Division 4 

Lou Conte, Tournament Director for 
Western Mass., and Roger Bacon, Central 
Mass. Tournament Director, gave their in- 
put, but they weren’t allowed to vote on the 
proposal.
